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NEW TREATMENT FOR 
ELECTRIC SHOCKS 


SYDNEY BOY WAS FIRST 
PATIENT 
An astonishing recovery from death has 


been made by Darcy Peterson, aged 15, of 
Pyrmont, New South Wales. After grasping 
a live electric cable which carried a charge 


of 450 volts, Peterson was rescued by a 
comrade, who improvised gloves of news- 
paper, but to ali appearances the rescued 
boy was dead. ‘There was no pulse and he 


seemed to have stopped breathing. Yet an 
hour later Peterson walked out of Sydney 
Hospital and was able to return to work. 
He announced. that he. felt very little the 
worse and was incredulous when told he had 


been brought hack from the dead. The - 
recovery was due to a small device which 
has recentiy been issued to all Sydney 


ambulance officers. It consists of a cylinder 
of carbon dioxide about as big as a man’s 
thumb, with a tap and nozzle attached. The 
carbon dioxide is released under the patient’s 
nose, resulting in such powerful stimulation 
that the arrested breathing recommences and 
the “dead” person returns to life.—Auetral

INTERESTING CANADIAN 
REPORT ON INDIANS 


-“ 


GREAT deal has been done by the 

Department oí Indian Affairs in 

Canada to improve the health of the 
Indians, but the development of modern 
methods of travel, observes a report just 
published, particularly by aeroplane, is not 
an unmixed blessing írom the standpoint of 
health. Remote bands of Indians, who used 
to be beyond the reach of contagion, par- 
ticularly in winter, no longer escape the 
diseases current in more settled districts. 

Measles spread down the MacKenzie River 
to the Arctic during the early part of the 
winter. On the other hand, the aeroplane is 
of the greatest value as a means of con- 
veying medical assistance to these same re- 
mote people. | 

How the Indians of Canada “ play the 
game ' in the manner of hunting, as opposed 
to some white trappers, and how the ‘‘ Red 
Man.” earns his living and receives his 
pensions, are described in the report. 

The people of the Indian reserves, estimated 
at 112,510, earn over six million dollars a 
vear. In addition, the Domimon holds some- 
thing like fourteen million dollars in trust 
on their behalf, while schooling and numerous 
other services are given free. 

Fifty thousand of the Indians, too. receive 
pensions under the terms of various treaties, 
the earliest being made in 1850 and the Jatest 
in 1930. The payment of these annuities, 
which amount to four or five dollars a head a 
year, is always made the subject of a definite 
ritual, 

““ As ‘an illustrative example of what a 
treaty trip involves,’’ says the. report, ‘‘ it 
may be of interest to follow one of the 
annuity parties, say for Treaty 9, which 
goes out to New Ontario in charge of an 
official from headquarters at Ottawa. This 
party makes use of two seaplanes. In each 
‘plane is a flying officer and a mechanic of the 
Royal Canadian Air Force; the paying officer 
in one ‘plane and the medical officer in the 
other. he itinerary of this annuity party 
is as follows:—Upon arriving at Remi Lake 
from Ottawa, this party makes preparations 
to call at English River, Ogoki, Fort Hope, 
Lansdowne, Osnaburgh, and then out to 
Sioux Lookout, where the ‘planes are 
checked over before the more extended 
journey into the interior is commenced. 
After the completion of these further pre- 

arations the party leaves for Cat Lake, 
Vindigo, Trout Lake, Fort Severn, Winisk, 
Attawapiscat, Albany, and thence to Moose 
Factory, where a further check-up is made 
before extending the trip to Nemaska and 
Nooskweskau, in the interior of Quebec, be- 
fore it returns to Ottawa. | 

‘This treaty trip extends over 4,000 miles, 
where calls are made at the above-mentioned 
posts where the Indians have been notified 
to gather. The notices are sent out in the 
month of February, in order to reach them 
in ample time. 

‘In addition to making the payments 

there are questions regarding the. education, 
relief, etc., to be investigated, and numerous 
difficulties to be adjusted among the Indians 
The doctor, too, is kept busy vaccinating, 
inoculating, examining and treating patients 
from last. year and others who have developed 
sickness or disease since his last visit. 
_ “On the Treaty Nine trip 17,000 dollars 
in crisp new billg is provided by the Govern- 
ment. Mew hills are taken because they pack 
easier and also because they will constitute 
a large proportion of the money in circula- 
tion in the territory for the next year. 

“In addition to the arrangements made 
by the department, the Royal Canadian Air 
Force must put in supplies of gasolene and oil 
at caches along the*foute, so that the ’planes 
will be able to make the trip without carry- 
ing too heavy a load of fuel. This is neces- 
sary, *because they have to carry a consider- 
able load of equipment in order to make any 
necessary repairs to the machines while 
operating for so long and at such a distance 
from their base.” : 


WHITE TRAPPERS ARE 
POACHERS 


The report strikes an alarming note when 
it turns to the situation of the hunting 
Indians. ‘‘ By immemorial anes the Indians 
were conservationists, and still may be in 
the future if protected,’’ it says. ‘‘On the 
other hand, if whites are allowed to deplete 
Indian hunting grounds the Indians them- 
selves, will naturally take all. they can while 
they can, and there is grave danger that such 
a sitdation may bring about intensive com- 
petition between whites and Indians, ending 
inthe virtual. extermination of valuable 
species. 

‘* Latterly there has been. an alarming in- 
crease in the number of white trappers, who 
use poison extensively, and this illegal: and 
vicious practice is becoming a serious menace 
to game conservation. Not a single instance 
of the use of poison by. any Indian trapper 
anywhere in Canada has ever come to the 
attention of the department.” .

is made for his comfort. The usual inter- 
national touring documents are required, and 
the German Customs Officers are most 
courteous and helpful to motorists arriving 
from abroad. No tax or lfcence fee of any 
kind is payable by a motorist who takes his 
car into Germany for a period of up to three 
months. 

Traffic regulations in Germany are very 
simple. ‘The rule of the. road, as in the 
imajority of European countries, is ' keep to 
the right, overtake on the left.” All roads 
are clearly marked with traffic signals, and 
the signposting system is particularly clear 
and «thorough. With the exception of the 
25 m.p.h. hmit in towns and villages, there 
are no speed resirictions, and as traffic is com- 
paratively light, high average speeds can be 
maintained on the open road. Taken as a whole 
there is no other country in Europe whose 
road system compares better with that of 
Great Britain. The minor roads are kept 
reasonably wéll surfaced, and are not cut up 
unduly by heavy traffic, while the main roads 
are consistently good. Apart from the 
ordinary road system the vast new network 
of the Letchsauotbahnen, nearly 4,500 miles 
of completely new State motor roads, is of 
exceptional interest and attraction to the 
tourist. About 700 miles of these new motor- 
ways have already been completed, and 
further long sections will be thrown open to 
traffic before the coming summer. The 
sections most easily accessible to motorists 
from Great Britain are those from Cologne 
to Duesseldorf, from Frankfurt to Bad 
Nauheim, and from Frankfurt via Darmstadt 
to Heideiberg, Mannheim and Karlsruhe, also 
the splendidly picturesque section. from 
Munich along the foot of the Bavarian Alps 
to the frontier near Salzburg. 

Petrol stations with inated fuels, selling 
at about the same price as in Great Britain, 
are everywhere, and garages and workshops 
are very competent. ‘They are able to under- 
take every type of repair and are always most 
considerate to foreign tourists, doing every- 
thing possible to get the job completed at 
once, 


ENGLISH UNDERSTOOD 


This consideration of the tourist’s needs 
is one of the most pleasant aspects of tra- 
velling in Germany, Not only in the hotels, 
where it might be expected, but in some 
countries is not always found, but through- 
out all classes of the population with which 
one comes into touch—and this includes 
offigials—one soon finds a. very real desire to 
help and tw give as much service as possible. 
English is very widely understood and the 
language difficulty is never a very serious 
one. 

Two of the traveller's chief problems— 
hotels and meals—are easily settled in Ger- 
many. The ' German Hotel Guide ” gives a 
most reliable list of hotels at all price levels 
both in towns and villages throughout Ger- 
many. The charge for bed and breakfast in 
towns usually works out at about RM 4.00 
to RM 6.00 (about 4s. to 6s.), and in the 
wayside and country inns rather less. Garage 
is frequently provided free or costs about 
RM 1.00 or RM 1.50. 

The mid-day meal in Germany is a hot 
luncheon, three course, usually costing about 
RM 1.60-RM 2.00 (ls. 8d. to 2s.); evening 
dinner the same—and hot dishes, a la carte, 
are gladly provided at about RM 1.50-RM 1.80 
at any hour of the day and most of the 
night. All travelling and incidental expenses 
while in Germany are met by the use of 
(German Reichsmarks, obtained by cashing 
Travel Mark Cheques. By this means you 
obtain at present about RM 25.00 for £1 (in 
the summer the rate is usually about RM 20 
or RM 22 equal £1), and can tour Germany 
comfortably on as little as 10s, to 15s, a 
day, including petrol. Full particulars of 
the system are given in a leaflet, ‘‘ Germany— 
Travel Mark Cheques and Declaration of 
Currency.”’ 

Beer and wines are cheap, good and plenti- 
ful, and there are no closing hours. Tea 
(usually rather weak, but very refreshing) 
and coffee are obtainable everywhere. A 
standard charge of 10 per cent. (15 per 
cent. in a few of the larger hotels) on the 
bill is made for tips, and nothing additional 
is expected except for exceptional services. 
The staff does not congregate to see the 
guest off the hotel premises. 


DELIGHTFUL TOURS 


Germany offers a tremendous variety of 
delightful tours, and a number of them are 
described in detail, with sketch maps, in a 
useful folder, ‘‘Speed along German Roads,”’ 
published by the German Railways. A multi- 
tude of special prospectuses of every part of 
the country is obtainable’ from the same 
source. We would only warn members against 
one thing—don’t try to see the whole of 
Germany in one visit it’s too big! Rather 
confine yourself, for the first time, to the 
most picturesque districts, those of the South 
and West, covered by the itinerary, Cologne 
—up the Rhine Valley past Coblence and 
Mainz to Heidelberg, thence into the Black 
Forest via Baden Baden-Freudenstadt-Titisee, 
and eastwards to the Lake of *Constance. 
From Lindau, on the Lake of Constance, 


an excellent road leads through the 
Bavarian Alps to the Royal Castles 
of HohenscM#wangau and Neuschwanstein. 
thence to Linderhof, Oberammergau and 


Garmisch-Partenkirchen—one of the finest of 
the German alpine resorts. Munich is not 
far distant, and from there one can return 
through the medieval towns of Nuernberg, 
Rothenburg and Dinkelsbuehl to Frankfurt, 
the Taunus Hills, Lahn Valley and Cologne— 
a total distance of round about 1,300 miles 
from the Continental port. 

This leaves Northern and Central Germany 
for another visit, which could include 
Cologne, Duesseldorf, the Weser Valley, Han- 
nover, the Harz Mountains. Berlin, the 
Spreewald, Dresden, Saxon Switverland, Leip- 
vig, Thrringia, Kassel, Cologne—again . a 
round journey of ‘about 1,200-1,200 miles 
from the Continental port. 
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CANADA BUYS MORE 


FROM EMPIRE 
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WHAT SHE PAID IN A 
MONTH 


Canada is doing more business with the 
Empire than ever before. 

Figures which have just been made avail- 
able for last December show, for example, 
that she purchased goods from Southern 
Rhodesia to the value of over £59,000. 
whereas in the previous December she had 
bought nothing. At £52,000, too, her pur- 
chases from Ceylon were exactly doubled. 

All told, Canada spent during December 
£2,700,000 on Empire goods, an increase of 
nearly half-a-million pounds. The figure for 
purchases from Britain was £1,700,000, com- 
pared with £1.450,000. 

Taking the Canadian buying as a whole, 
from foreign as well as Empire countries, it 
is noted that the chief demand was for 
machinery, iron plates and sheets, electrical

(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
FITZGIBBON AND MR. JUSTICE 
MURNAGHAN.) 


HE hearing of the appeal in the case of 
‘Hugh Callan, of Phibsborough road, 
Dublin, against the Irish Sailors’ and- 
Soldiers’ Land Trust, and Joseph McCann, of 
119 Abbeyfield, Killester, was continued. 

The appeal was brought on behalf of the 
plaintiff, a British ex-Service man, from a 
judgment of the High Court dismissing his 
action for declarations that a purported 
tenancy agreement between him and the Land 
Trust in respect of the house, 119 Abbeyfield, 
one of the cottages provided for the accom- 
modation of British ex-Service men, was void ; 
that the entry of the Trust into the house, 
from which his family had been evicted, was 
an unlawful entry; and that the occupation 
of the house by the defendant, Joseph 
McCann, was a wrongful occupation. 

The appellant further sought an order for 
possession of the house, and. payment of the 
amount received as rent from the defendant 
McCann and him by the Trust. 

Mr. Charles 8. Campbell, K.C.; Mr. J. A. 
McCarthy, K.C., and Mr. John Farrell (in- 
structed by Mr. Joseph H. Dixon) appeared 
for the appellant; Mr. Overend, K.C.; Mr. 
J. M. FitzGerald, K.C., and Mr, I. J. Kelly 
(instructed by Mr. P. Coll) for the Land 
Trust; and Mr. Michael Binchy, K.C,; Mr. 
E. J. Kelly, K.C., and Mr. Art O'Connor 
(instructed by Messrs. Reddin and Reddin) 
for Joseph McCann. 

Resuming his argument on behalf of the 
appellant, Mr. Campbell said that the ap- 
pellant had been selected as a suitable person 
as an occupant of one of these cottages, and, 
on the report of a highly experienced in- 
spector and on the evidence that had been 
en at the hearing of the action in the 

igh Court, he was a properly selected man 
to have one of them. He was put into pos- 
session of 119 Abbeyfield, and, the rent fall- 
ing into arrears, a notice to quit was served. 
Then an ejectment civil bill was brought, and 
eventually he was put out. : 


LANDLORD AND TENANT 


The ejectment, said Mr. Campbell, was 
based on th® relationship of landlord and 
tenant, and was brought apparently because 
rent had not been paid. “His case was that 
there was vo relationship of landlord and 


tenant at all between the Trust and the ap- | 


pellant. 

According to the decision of the Supreme 
Court in the case of Leggett and other 
British ex-Service men against the Land 
Trust, there could not, submitted Mr. Camp- 
bell, be a relationship of landlord and tenant 
between the Trust and the occupants of these 
houses; yet, according to evidence given on 
behalf of the Trust, this man’s family was 
put out because rent had not been paid. . 

In Leggett’s case it was decided, continued 
Mr. Campbell, that there was no power in 
the Trust to charge rent for these houses, 
and that the selected occupants were entitled 
to the occupation of their houses as purely 
statutory objects of the Trust, without the 
liability to pay rent. If that was so, then 
any procedure to put out one of these persons 
in occupation, on the basis that he was a 
tenant bound to pay rent, could not be sup- 
ported by any court because it was whoily 
inconsistent with the true relationship 
between the parties. | 

Answering Mr Justice Murnaghan, Mr. 
Campbell said that the claim he put forward 
was that the appellant was entitled to the 
occupation of this house for his life rent free. 

It would, said Mr. Campbell, be an 
astounding position if the Trust were able to 
put ex-Service man A in one of these houses 
as a selected object of the scheme, and then, 
after three weeks or a month, say to him: 
“We are going to determine your tenancy: 
get out,’’ and put in ex-Service man B as 
another selected object of the Trust; then, 
after a month, tell B that they were ‘de- 
termining his tenancy, and put in ex-Service 
man ©, and so on, in a series of putting in 
and putting out, without any regard to the 
fact that the person selected must be selected 
as a person who was entitled to the benefit of 
the Trust. 


“AN ILLEGAL PAYMENT” 


The proposition that Mr. Campbell said he 
contended for in regard to the payment of 
rent for these houses was that, if the Trust 
received this money under colour of office 
and under colour of alleged authority of an 
Act of Parliament which did not authorise 
them to receive it, it was an illegal payment, 
which was recoverable even in a common law 
action, 

Mr. Campbell cited a number of authorities 
in support of this contention and passed on 
to deal with the case of estoppel that had 
been raised against him on the pleadings. 
A decree for possession did not, he said. act 
as an estoppel, nor could a void lease create 
an estoppel .- 

The Chief Justice asked what right had 
the man to be in the house at all if the lease 
was void. 

Mr. Campbell said that he had the right 
which he acquired when he was selected as 
an object of the Trust. " 

Mr. Justice FitzGibbon—You mean your 
selection as an object of the Trust gives 
you the right? Mr. Campbell—Yes. 

In the present case the rights of private 
ownership were, said Mr. Campbell, entirely 
misconceived between the parties. One 
thought there was a right to charge rent, 
and the other that the only way to get inte 
the house was under a tenancy agreement. 
Mr. Campbeli having concluded, 

Mr. Farre!! bellowed on the same side. 
and the further hearing was adjourned until 
next Monday.

Fines of £100 each. were imposed on Mrs.

Mr. J. A. Geary (Chief State Solicitor's 
Department) prosecuted and Mr. Herman 
Good, solicitor, appeared for the defence. 

When the case was resumed vesterday 
Noel Jacobson who carries on the firm of 
Jameson, jewellers, Henry street; with his 
father, said that in response to a telephone 
ceall on 5th March he went to Dun Laoghaire, 
where he found his mother, Mrs. -lacobson, 
and sister Hilda. A Customs officer fol: 
him his mother had dutiable articles which 
she had not declared. Witness told tha 
officer that his mo'her did not know much 
about Customs duty, as he mainly dealt, with 
that side of their business. He explained to 
the preventive officer that their firm had been 
in the habit of importing free of duty rings 
of a type identical vith those in his mother’s 
possession and his mother knew of that. He 
also pointed out that his mother had given 
his sister a number of papers to carry, in- 
cluding a cheque book and an wvoice for the 
rings. 

Having heard the evidence of Mrs. Jacob 
son and her daughter, the Justice imposed the 
fines stated, and ordered the rings to be 
handed over to the Revenue Commissioners 
to be disposed of as thev thought fit. 

The Justice, having refereed to Article 9, 
under which the prefereatial rate of duty was 
5 per cent., said that he was of opinion, as 
a matter of law. that. the words “in the 
opinion of the Revenue Commissioners ” 


covered the two sets of articles referred to 
in the regulations-—namely, gold rings and 
pins. 

He refused to admit as evidence corre 


spondence that passed between the Revenue 
Commissioners and the defendants. because. 
if he were to admit it, it would mean tha! 
firms of established repute and integrity 
this city and throughout the country would 
be forced to exercise all the ingenuity the. 
possessed to carry on a correspondence and 
take part in a series of interviews at a time 
when they should be attending to their busi 
ness. The facts in the present case 
quite clear-—that both defendants were know- 
ingly concerned in a fraudulent attempt at 
evasion. It must be assumed that the law 
was known to all the parties. From the 
evidence it was shown that there was some 
uncertainty, but if the defendants were 
doubtful and did not reveal the facts, it must 
be held that they werc concerned in an 
attempt at fraudulent evasion of duty. 

Mr. Herman Good said tat the public 
should be protected in some way and ihe 
Revenue Commissioners should make it clear 
what class of rings were dutinble.

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- MEAT COOKERY HINTS - 


Suggestions for the 
Newlywed 


i 


Was I look back on my early adven- 
tures in housekeeping, writes Miss 
Gladys Mann, the thing that stands out 
most vividly is the difficulty I had over 
the buying of meat. Other shopping was 
comparatively easy, but, oh dear, those 
bewildering visits to the butcher when I 
had. no notion what to bu in order to 
avoid monotony on the one hand and ex. 
travagance on the other. 

A, good sized joint, such an economical 
buy for a large family, is out of the 
question when there are only two. Where 
is the man who doesn’t secretly hate cold 
meat and ‘“‘ resurrections’’? . Chops and 
steaks are expensive, and can soon become 
monotonous, too. 


SUGGESTIONS 


Here are some economical suggestions 
for the small family: Breast of mutton, 
boned, stuffed and rolled; spare rib of 
pork, braised round of beef, pot-roasted 
brisket, breast of veal. All ‘hese can be 
bought in weights of 24 to á lbs. 

Be particularly careful not to over- 
roast a small joint o: it will be dry and 
tasteless. Generally speaking, allow a 
quarter of an hour to ‘*e pound and a 
quarter of an hour over, for beef; twenty 
minutes to the pound and twenty over 
for pork, mutton, veal and lamb. But 
if your meat is a solid piece, such as top- 
side of beef or a stuffed and rolled joint, 
it may require a little longer 
whereas a thin piece of the same 
weight such as sirloin, neck of lamb 
or mutton, may take less. Beef 
is usually served underdone, but all the 
other meats must be well cooked to be 
valatable. Your oven must be really hot 
before you put the meat in; light it at 
least a quarter of an hour before you start 


cooking. 
BRAISED BEEF 


24 to 3ib. round of beef, 

40z. beef dripping or fat bacon, 

5 teaspoonful peppercorns, 

Teaspoonful dry mustard, 

Small carrot, 

Piece of turnip, 

Onion, 

Stick of celery, 

Tablespoonful flour, 

Salt and pepper. 

Melt the fat in large, shallow pan. Wipe 
the meat. Mix the flour with mustard, 
salt and pepper and dredge the meat on 
both sides with this. Brown the entire 
surface in the hot fat, taking care not to 
ierce with a fork or skewer in turning. 
t is best to use two spoons for this.

Place in deep baking dish or casserole, 
and surround with the vegetables, cut in 
dice, and the peppercorns, add 3 pint hot 
water, cover closely, and bake 34 to 4 
hours in a slow oven, basting every half- 
hour, and turning half-way.

When done, take up the meat, strain 
off the liquor and thicken it with flour 
and gravy browning. The vegetables may 
be served up if liked, but there will not 
be much goodness in them after four 
hours’ cooking. |

Another delicious dish is :— 

Roast VEAL ANp Forcemeat Batts. 

24 to Slb, .of fillet of veal or 4b, best 
end of neck. More of the latter is needed 
as it has more bone. Have fillet boned 
for stuffing. If you use neck the bones 
must be well chopped. 

For the forcemeat—4oz. shredded suet, 
20z. breadcrumbs, 2 rashers of fat bacon, 
1 tablespoonful finely-chopped parsley, 1 
teaspoonful mixed herbs, grated rind of 
lemon, dessertspoonful finely-chopped 
onion, salt and pepper. 

Mix all these ingredients and bind stiffly 
with egg or milk. Season with salt and 
pepper. 

Fill the cavity in the fillet of veal with 
the forvemeat. Form rest of forcemeat 
into balls with the floured hands. With 
neck of veal make all forcemeat into balls, 
as there is no cavity to stuff. Put meat 
on trivet in baking tin, add 4 oz. dripping. 
Cover meat with two or three rashers fat 
bacon or “leaf ” fat, then with a sheet of 
yrease-proof paper. Place in hot oven for 
ten minutes, reduce heat, and cook 
steadily for an hour and twenty minutes. 


Add forcemeat balls to fat in tin half an 


hour before meat is done. When done put 
meat on hot dish and arrange forcemeat 


balls round it. Serve with thick gravy.

RUSSIAN SCIENTIST 
TESTS ATMOSPHERE 


— 


NEW THEORY EXAMINED 


Professor P. A. Molchanov, the director of 
the Central Geodesic Observatory of the 
U.S.8.R., made a statement in a recent issue of 
Pravda on his new theory of the composition 
of the atmosphere. The occasion was the 
receipt of a letter from the noted American 
scientist, Professor Rossby, who had read a 

aper on the theory advanced by Professor 
Moláianan at the international conference on 
geodesy and geophysics, held under the 
auspices of the League of Nations at Edin- 
burgh. In the statement referred to Pro- 


fessor Molchanov describes the main points. 
of his theory as follows :—-'' As the warm and ~ 


cold air masses shift they do not develop 
their most effective activity at the earth, 
which is the present accepted theory of the 
Norwegian, Professor Bjerkness, but at an 
altitude of one to eight kilometres. The rise 
and fall of the temperature at the earth’s 
surface are secondary phenomena, and depend 
on the action of the upper masses of air on 
the lower layers. The theory consequently 
changes ideas held relating to a number of 
processes taking place in the air. I have 
worked out my theory on the basis of data 
collected by the sending up of radio scunds 
on numerous occasions and other observa- 
tions, carried out regularly at Zlutsch and 
other points of the Soviet Union. In the 
summer of 1936 [ published a statement about 
my new theory in several Soviet journals, 
and also made a report on it to scientific 
institutions in Moscow and Leningrad. Pro- 
fessor Rossby’s colleagues are now verifying 
the new theory at his institute, and similar 
work of verification is being continued at the 
institutes attached to the Central Geodesic

Ta aims and policy of the Friends of 


the National Collections in regard to 

the Municipal Gallery of Modern Art 

were under discussion at the annual meeting 

of that body at 65 Fitzwilliam square, Dublin 

yesterday. 
The Lord Mayor of Dublin presided. 

The annual report, read- by Miss 8. H. 


that the membership had increased by eighty 
per cent. during the year, the figure now 
Standing at about 250, emphasised the need 
of redoubling present membership if they 
were in any adequate way to realise their 
aims. 

“We are anxious,” the report continued, 
“that this gallery shall be maintained as a 
gallery of contemporary art. Familiarity 
with the art of our own day in Europe 1s 
essential to the development and progress of 
our own. Without this constant familiarity, 
taste is dull and design stagnates. We are 
anxious that our chief Irish collection of 
modern art should provide this necessary 
contact. No State or municipal endowment 
is at the moment available in the Irish Free 
State to provide this vital stimulus. The 
absence of such provision is not creditable to 
our community, and we cannot but regard 
some provision as at some time certain. But 
in the meantime, notwithstanding our efforts, 
the gaps in this gallery become every day 
wider and more conspicuous. We have no 
early examples of the first post-impressionist 
group; we have no Cezannes, Gaugain, Van 
Goghs or Seurats. It is true that by an 
artist’s generosity and by our own frugal 
purchases we have good examples of Lurcat, 
Strauss, Antral and Mennski. We have no 
Picassos, Matisses, Rouaults, Signacs, Utril- 
los, Derains or Viamincks. We have no ex- 
amples of the living art of Central Europe 
or of Italy. We have no contemporary Con- 
tinental sculpture. 


SPENDING MONEY ABROAD 


Let no one charge us with lack of patriotism 
if we believe that our funds, as a rule, wil! 
be most usefully spent abroad, added the re- 
“rn 'To place be examples oí the best 
oreign artists before our students and the 
public is a patriotic duty, and, having regard 
to the splendid generosity of the late Thomas

out any searching of heart. Meanwhile, these 
masters, who are honoured abroad—and not 
merely or mainly in their own countries—are 
rapidly passing beyond our means of acquisi- 
tion. Some of them are, indeed, now so 
established that it is idle for us to join in 
the battle of the auction rooms where Govern 
ments and millionaires contend for their ean- 
vases. But if we are to fill any of these gaps, 
if we are to bridge the lean period between 
our present unthrifty economy and the period 
of wise public endowment, we must concen- 
trate, perhaps more closely than hitherto, 
upon even a single annual acquisition. 

It was stated that the increased member- 
ship was largely due to the activity of the 
Entertainment Committee. Reference was 
made to visits by the members during the 
year to Beaulieu, County Louth, the residence 
of Mr. Montgomery, and Castletown, which 
was built in 1722 by the Right Hon. William 
Connolly, Speaker of the Irish House of 
Commons, and to Miss Guinness, at a pri- 
vate exhibition of contemporary Continental 
painters at St. Thomas's, Whitechurch.

DR. GREGG AND HOME

“A little less ‘ Hollywood’ and a little 
more time spent at home is a crying need at 
the moment,” said the Rev, Robert J. Kosa, 

A., Headmaste~ of Christ Church Cathedral 
Grammar School, in his address at the distr.- 
bution of prizea yesterday aftefnoon. 

He was referring to the need for parental 
co-operation with the teachers in the success- 
ful management of a school m regard to honw 
studies. Much home-work, he said, was not 
essential in a school that was _ properly 
organised, and frequently it was the sign oí 
a jazy schoolmaster. It was his opinion that 
with proper personal supervision much more 
valuable work could be done in the school 
than in the form of home-work. 

The total abolition of home-work, he pointed 
out, was not his suggestion; but, rather, that 
it should be properly and rightfully used. 
Spelling was one of the weakest rm he in 
most schools to-day, and the Cathedral school 
was no exception. 
came before him were almost pathetic, The 
remedy for this did not lie in the school, but 
in the home. ‘‘ We in the schools,” he said, 
‘‘can only do a little, but you as parents can 
do much. The only way to learn spelling is 
by constant and careful reading, and by e-- 
couraging your children to read more and 
more you can overcome this difficulty.” 


EXTRA HOURS 


It had been said that in @ Cathedral school 
too much time was devoted to the teaching of 
music, and for that reason some perents re- 
frained from sending their children to such 
schools, He had tried to overcome that. By 
the adjustment of hours, such as reducing 
the lunch period to half-an-hour, contimuing 
school each day till 2.45 instead of till 2.30, 
and by beginning half an hour earlier on 
Wednesdays and Fridays, he had been able to 
add an extra day to the school programme 
each week. In addition to this an extra 
teacher had been appointed, so that the 
senior pupils were able to include commercial 
subjects, or Latin and Greek, in their studies 
a the ordinary compulsory sujects. 

Latin and Irish are both compulsory sub- 
jects in the school curriculum. As regards 


- Irish, said the Head Master, he was deter- 


mined to give every encouragement and to 
devote the maximum, timc eg ae to the 
study of the language. He also had insisted 
upon junior pupils learning Latin, because 
h: thought it was a valuable study, and one 
which. would enrich the understanding of 
their own language, English, 


FOUNDED IN 1493 


The school, wbich was founded in 1493, 
now has an. attendance of 41 boys—the 
highest for many years, and the maximum 
that the accommodation warranted. They 
proposed to keep the numbers limited, be- 
case, by so doing, the pupils there would 
have a better chance of education, and every 
boy could be given personal supervision, 

lhe Archbishop of Dublin, the Most” Rev. 
Dr. Gregg, who presented the prizes, de- 
scribed the report as favourable and hopeful. 
There was always a difficulty in the manage- 
ment of a school of this kind in that the 
classes had to be fitted in with the Cathedral 
Services, and the programme could not pro- 
ceed in such a calm or orderly manner as in 
the ordinary school, It was quite evident, 
however, that every effort was being made 
to arrange the programme of studies as satis- 
factorily as possible. The attitude of 
parents, he said, was justified. It was a 
serious and important matter that the boys 
who were giving their services to the 
Cathedral choir should be provided with an 
education that would equip them for later 
life. That provision was not being neglected 
by the Cathedral school, and a tunction of 
the teachers was not to see, where ssible, 
what occupation would be best suited to the 
boys under their care. 


PARENTAL HELP 


The need for parental co-operation in the 
training of pupils ‘was also stressed by the 
Archbishop. ‘‘You cannot expect the 
spiritual, moral and intellectual teaching to 
be left eatirely to the school,” he said. ‘“The 
boys spend a great deal of their time at 
home, and, therefore, the teachers who are 
working in the school have the right to ask 
parents for their help You cannot pass 
your responsibilities on té us and expect our 
teachers to assume entire responsibility for 
your children.’’

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MR. EDMUND DOWNEY 
Mr. Edmund Downey, who died at his 


residence, Fairview, Newtown, Waterford, 
yesterday, was a well known writer, and 
chairman of the Waterford News. Born on 
July 25, 1856, Mr. Downey was educated at 
the Catholic University School, Waterford, 
and St. John’s College. At twenty he went 
to London, and took up a position with 
Tinsley and Company, a publishing firm, 
which he afterwards purchased. ‘This period 
of his life he dealt with in a book of 
reminiscences, published in 1905, in which 
he records meetings with many famous Irish- 
men in Lendon. He always welcomed books 
by Irish authors, which he sometimes 
tea at a loss. Some of the better- 
nown issues of the company were editions 
of Lever’s novels, which are sought after at 
the present day. His London home was the 
centre of Irish literary and political life in 
that city, and he was an admirer of Parnell 
and a friend of Sir Charles Gavan Duffy, 
with whom he drew up a plan for the 
publication of a new series of books by Irish 
authors. He helped in the foundation of the 
Irish Literary Society, which still flourishes 
in London, and, with T. P. O’Connor, he 
founded 7'./.’s Weekly. On his return to 
Waterford in 1905 he took an interest in 
local development, and was a member of a 
syndicate which attempted to revive the 
onmahon mines. He also, with Sir Henry 
Forde, attempted to restart the old Water- 
ford glass industry. A supporter of the 
cause of Irish i dence, he was hon. 
treasurer of the Sinn Fein Fund during the 
Anglo-Irish war. His works include 
** Through Green Glasses,’’ and “ The Story 
of Waterford.” In earlier life he con- 
tributed to humorous journals.

Traffic Accidents 


A highly interesting digest of statistics 
relating to traffic accidents in the Free 
State was issued by the Civic Guards 


of pounds. During the past three years 


uses the roads in this country knows that 
they are among the most dangerous in 
Europe. Motorists are far less careful 
than they are in other countries; cyclists 
seem to have little or no regard for their 
own lives or those of other road users, 
while pedestrians, especially in the towns 
and cities, display an almost criminal! 
contempt for the most elementary rules of 
It is surprising in the circum- 
stances to find that the total number of 
deaths as a result of road accidents during 
1936 was only 205, or twenty-one less than 
those of the previous year. The number 
of non-fatal injuries was 3,932, as against 
3,817 in 1935. The victims were of all 
ages, ranging from one year and eight 
to eighty-four years of age. 
Private cars were responsible for seventy- 
one deaths, motor lorries for thirty-nine, 
pedal bicycles for twenty-seven, and tram- 
cars for five. LEighty-three of the victims 
were pedestrians, forty-four were cyclists, 
while all the others were passengers or 
drivers in vehicles of one kind or another. 
Strangely enough, only three persons were 
killed and forty injured as a result of 
drunkenness on the part of drivers. It is 
a notorious tact that juries in the Free 
State very rarely convict a driver of 
drunkenness. 
thing of conditions on the Saorstát! roads 
knows perfectly well that drunkenness is 
all too common among drivers; but, as a 
judge pointed out some time ago, no 
motorist eyer seems to have had more than 
three drinks—generally two beers and a 
small port—and nearly every accident 
seems to occur when a motor car is being 
driven at fifteen miles an hour. If a few 
reckiess motorists should be sent to jail 
without the option of a fine, there would 
be far fewer accidents on the Free State 
Any man who drives a motor car 
when even slightly under the influence of 
drink ought to be imprisoned, and no 
mercy at all ought to be shown towards 
those who are convicted of actual drunken. 
It is of interest to note that most 
of the road accidents take place between 
the hours of 7 and 8 p.m. The pericd 
between 8 and 9 p.m. is almost as bad. 
but most people will be surprised to learn 
that there were no fatal accidents between 
the hours of 1 and 4 a.m. We are glad 
to note that the number 8f fatal accidents , 
in the Dublin Metropolitan area is de- 
creasing. During 1936 forty-four persons 
were killed, as against fifty-five in 1935. 
Mr. P. S. O’Hegarty will be pleased to 
learn that only one of these persons was 
killed by a cyclist.

The Colonies Question 


Little is known regarding the interview 
between Lord MHalifax and Herr von 
Ribbentrop to-day, but it is understood 
that, while reference s made to the 
colonies’ question, there was no discussion. 
Herr von Ribbentrop preferred to talk 
rather on points in connection with the 
Franco-Soviet Pact, the conversations being 
of a most friendly character. In Germany 
efforts are being made to stir up public 
opinion regarding the. return of the 
colonies, but when it comes to an actual 
demand to the British Government it 
seems improbable that anything of the sort 
will be made. It is probable that it''s 
hoped in Berlin that if enough noise is 
made in Germany the British Government 
will itself suggest a discussion on the 
colonies’ question. At the same time, it 
is becoming recognised in Germany that 
feeling here, as well. as in France, is 
definitely opposed to handing the colonies 
back to their former owners. 


Aid for the Distressed Areas 


Many members of the House of 
Commons are much disturbed by the delay 
in the production of the Government plans 
for providing assistance in the distressed 
areas, and it is rumoured that there are 
differences of opinion between mem ers of 
the Cabinet on the matter. When the 
scheme is put forward it may be found 
that it contains few of the recommenda- 
tions suggested by Mr. Malcolm Stewart, 
late Commissioner for the Areas, and that 
it will principally relate to existing 
measures with certain important amend- 
ments. In any case, it is unlikely that 
there will be any great change in the 
policy of the Government with regard to 
the areas. It is said that Mr. Neville 
Chamberlain has strong views on the 
question, holding that no real effective 
measure can be found which would give 
substantial and permanent relief to the 
plight of the unemployed in the areas. 
Other Ministers are of the opinion that 
much more could be done for the areas 
than has been attempted, and that the 
Government should take radical measures 
without delay. 


France and Franco 


If General Franco is successful in de- 
feating the forces of the Spanish Govern- 
ment he will probably become dictator, a 
position he has already assumed in the 
provinces which he has occupied. In 
France his attitude is resented, but in 
view ot the possibilities financial interests 
in the country are urging the Government 
to enter into regular relations with the 
General. The General already has for- 
bidden export of the iron ore greatly 
needed by French armament manu- 
facturers, and it is feared that he may 
take further steps to ban exports. The 
success of the insurgents at Malaga has 
not been without its effect in Paris, and 
agents have been sent to Burgos, General 
Franco’s headquarters, who are reported 
to be representatives of mining interests, 
but are supposed to be from the Paris 
Ministry of Commerce. If the supposition 
is correct there seems to be a chance that 
relations may be established between 
France and Franco. 


Food Problems 


The situation in Spain as regards the 
Government is becoming serious, and it 
may prove a very difficult matter for 
Senior Caballero to feed his supporters. 
General Franco has the good fortuye to 
control that; part of Spain where most 
of its food is produged. Nearly all the 
beef of the country is produced in Galicia, 
Kstremadura and Castile, all of which 
are in his hands. Wheat, potatoes, olive 
oil and red beet for the production of 


sugar all come from these provinces. Most 


of the eggs consumed in the country come 
from Morocco, which is also held by 
General Franco. In the parts of Spain 
held by the Government there ': an 
abundance of vegetables, rice and oranges, 
but little meat, while milk is searce. This 
part of Spain is much more densely 


populated than the territory controlled by 
General Franco, and even in normal times 


it does not produce enough food for its 


people.

stand that aright it is very much on the 
lines of the question which Mr. Alexander 
asked two or three days ago. When he 
asked that question I was naturally in 
possession of the information which the 
House has only just had, and it was im- 
possible for me to be more explicit in the 
reply which I gave. 


WHITE PAPER PROBLEM 


The position at the moment, as I see 
it, is that there will be a general debate 
in this House on defence as a whole, and 
I suggest that that should be made an 
early matter of discussion between Mr. 
Attlee and his friends through the usual 
channels. It may be that a suitable 
opportunity would be on the second read- 
ing of the bill, but that is in the Speaker’s 
hands. 

As soon as. or, indeed. before, these 
arrangements are made, I will consider 
whether a White Paper would be the best 
means of presenting the information that 
would enable the House to debate this 
matter. It is engaging my earnest and 
serious consideration. 

Mr. “Attlee—Does the Prime Minister 
consider that it is impossible for us in this 
House to discuss a measure which is 
essentially a war measure, without being 
put in possession of the data ón which the 
Prime Minister thinks it necessary to ask 
the House to consent to such an action? 

Mr. Baldwin—I quite realise the point. 
and, of course, it is just the kind of 
question we have to consider.

In the House of Commons yesterday 
Lord Cranborne, Under-Secretary for

France, Germany, Italy, Portugal and the 
Union of Soviet Socialist Republics, 
should meet to make suggestions, which, 
while ensuring that the scheme would be 
fully effective for the purposes contem- 
plated by the committee, would take such 
steps as were possible to make it generally 
acceptable. is committee would meet to- 
morrow.

Pa great American motor strike 

was settled to-day, after all- 
night talks between union delegates 
and employers. 

Shortly after the news of the settle. 
ment the General Motors Corporation 
announced immediate wage increases, 
equivalent to £5,000,000 per annum. 
The new wages are estimated to make 
motor workers’ pay about 25 per cent. 
more than in’ the ‘ prosperity ” 
period before the depression. 

Frenzied scenes were witnessed on Wall 
Street when the Stock Market opened 
after news of the settlement had appeared. 
Brokers, with big buying orders received 
during the early hours, fought for places 
to get Industrial shares of all kinds. 
Blocks of 1,000 and 5,000 shares changed 
hands at opening. Sixteen minutes after 
the market opened the first General Motors 
shares (a block of 10,000) changed hands 
at 70 dollars, a gain of 2} dollars on the 
previous close. 


TORRENT OF BUYING 


Coupled with the sensational boom in 
Steel issues, due to the world demand, 
the strike settlement unleashed a torrent 
of pent-up buying. ' 

For forty-two days the strike had 
paralysed the operations of General Motors 
(responsible for one-half of te entire 
United States motor output), and, spread- 
ing to allied industries supplying other 
firms, threw idle some 150,000 men. Dis- 
orders broke out at Detroit and Flint, 
Michigan, and a number of people was 
injured in battles. between police and 
strikers. 

Behind the strike lav the struggle of 
America’s newest and most militant 
labour confederation (the Committee for 
Industrial Organisation) for recognition 
as the sole agent in collective bargaining. 

The Union of Automobile Workers, 
backed by the Committee, is the body 
chiefly affected by the present settlement. 
How far they succeeded is shown in the 
official version of the agreement published 
soon after it had been signed at 11.46 a.m. 
to-day. 


THE AGREEMENT 


The agreement says:—The corporation 
recognises the union as the collective 
bargaining agency for its own members; 
but this point is coupled with a letter, 
separate from the agreement, written by 
Mr. William S. Knudsen, Executive Vice- 
President of General Motors, to Mr. Frank 
Murphy, Governor of Michigan. In it 
Mr. Knudsen promises that General 
Motors will not enter into any agreement 
with any group of employés, except the 
Union of Automobile Workers, in respect 
of hours, wages and working conditions in 
factories closed by the strike within the 
next six months without first obtaining 
Mr. Murphy’s “ sanction.”’ 

This gives the union exclusive recognl- 
tion, for the period stated only, in the 
twenty factories which were closed as a 
result of occupation by sit-down strikers. 
In the remaining forty-nine factories the 
union will only represent its own 
members. 

Other points in the agreement are :— 

The corporation and the union agree to 
begin collective bargaining negotiations 
on February 16 regarding. the union’s 
eight demands. These included :— 


SIX-HOUR DAY 


Recognition of the Automobile Workers’ 
Union by the General Motors Corpora. 
tion as the negotiating agency for their 
workers; abolition of piece-work; a six- 
hour day; the establishment of a 
minimum wage ‘‘commensurate with the 
American standard of living.” 

The union agrees to end the strike and 
evacuate all plants. 

The corporation promises to resume 
operations of all strike-bound or idle 
plants “as rapidly as possible.”’ 

The union agrees that, pending negotia- 
tions, there will be no other strikes or 
intereference with production. 

During the existence of the con- 
templated collective bargaining agreement 
all opportunities to negotiate shall be 
exhausted before any other strikes or 
interference with production are attempted 
by the union. 

After the evacuation of factories the 
corporation agrees to dismiss the injunc- 
tion proceedings pending against the union 
or any of its members at Flint, Michigan. 

It is ewpected to be ten days or more 
before General Motors can resume its 
normal volume of production. The actual 
evacuation of factories may be deferred 
until the week-end. : 

The terms of the agreement are being 
explained to the sit-down strikers at the 
flint, factories this evening, and a referen- 
dum will be taken on their acceptance. 

Mr. John J. Lewis, leader of the Com- 
mittee for Industrial Organisation, said 
that the ‘ treaty”’ represented “ another 
milestone on Labour’s march.”

Mr. Lewis estimated that the strike had 
cost General Motors employés £200,000 a 
day in wages. 

Mr. Wyndham Mortimer, vice-president 
of the union, said: “It means a great 
deal for the workers. It provides for 
better working conditions, and greater 
harmony, which we hope will continue 
for many years to come.’’ 

It is generally agreed that the peaceful 
settlement is almost entirely due to the 
mediation of Mr. Frank Murphy, the 
Governor of Michigan.

Cork County Council estimates, adopted 
to-day, show a reduction in the county:

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N the Irish Free State during 1936 
205 persons were killed and 
3,932 people were injured in road 
traffic accidents. The total number 
of fatal and non-fatal accidents dur- 
ing the year was 3,735. The total 
number of accidents on the roads 
during the year was 9,602. 

These figures compare with 226 
killed and 3,817 injured in 4,043 road 
accidents during 1935. 

The age of the youngest victim was 
one year and three months, and that 
of the oldest 84 years. 


THE PRIVATE CAR 


A feature of the Free State road traffic 
accident statistics, which have just been 
issued by the Civic Guard authorities, is 
that, in addition to figures dealing with 
accidents in which death or injury is in- 
volved, they also provide information re- 
lating to accidents which did not result in 


personal -injury, including collisions be- 


tween vehicles, injury to live-stock, etc. 
This is a departure from the practice ob- 
taining in other countries, where only 
accidents resulting in personal injury are 
considered for statistical purposes. 

In respect of the 205 deaths there were 
201 fatal accidents, of which the highest 
proportion—71—were attributed to pri- 
vate cars. Motor lorries, including steam 
lorries and road locomotives, 
sponsible for 39 fatal accidents, pedal 
cycles for 27, horse-drawn vehicles for 16, 
motor *buses and coaches for 9, taxis and 
hackneys for 11, motor cycles for 8, elec- 
tric trams for 5. 

Fifteen fatal accidents were attributed to 
motor vans and light commercial vehicles. 

Private cars were responsible for 4,266 
accidents, pedal cycles for 1,438, motor 
lorries and steam lorries for 1,336, horse- 
drawn vehicles for 672, motor vans for 
708, taxis and hackneys for 465, motor 
‘buses for 420, and motor cycles for 162. 


PEDESTRIAN AND CYCLIST 


Eighty-three pedestrians were killed, 77 
by mechanically-prcepelled vehicles, of 
which 41 were knocked down by private 
cars, 15 by motor lorries, nine by motor 
vans, five by motor “buses and four by 
electric trams. Fifty-eight persons were 
killed while on the vehicle to which the 
accident was attributed. Of these, for 
example, 22 were cycling, 10 were on motor 
lorries and other road locomotives, eight 
in private cars and six on motor bicycles. 
Forty-four cyclists were killed, 21 of them 
by private cars, nine by motor lorries, six 
by taxis and hackneys, and four by motor 
vans, ‘T'wo were killed by collisions with 
other cyclists. Seven people were killed 
on horses and horse-drawn vehicles and 
four on motor vans. Of all deaths, 161 were 
caused by mechanically-driven vehicles, 28 
by cyclists and 16 by horse-drawn vehicles. 

In the total of deaths private cars were 
responsible for 73 and motor lorries for 
39. 

One thousand and three persons were 
injured on vehicles to which the accident 
was attributed, and of these 371 were on 
296 in private motor cars 
and 75 on horse-drawn vehicles. The 
pedestrians injured numbered 1,290, of 
whom 1,088 were injured by mechanically- 
propelled vehicles, principally private 
cars. The total number of injured pedal 
eyclists was 810, of which 525 were in colli- 
sion with mechanically-propelled vehicles, 
principally private motor cars. 


SIX YEARS’ FIGURES 


Private motor cars were responsible for 
the greatest number of fatal and non-fatal 
accidents, 73 deaths and 1,665 persons 
injured being attributed to them. Thirty- 
nine people were killed and 369 injured 
by. motor lorries, 28 killed and 868 
injured by pedal cyclists; 16 were killed 
and 227 injured by motor vans, 16 
killed and 205 injured by horses and 
horse-drawn vehicles, 11 killed and 250 
injured by taxis and hackneys, and nine 
killed and 187 injured by motor ‘buses. 

The following table shows the compara- 
tive figures for the numbers killed and 
injured on Free State roads during the 
years 1931-56: 


Fatal accidents caused by mechanically- 
propelled vehicles numbered 158 in 1936, 
as compared with 165 in the previous 
year; horse-drawn vehicles caused 16 
accidents iast vear, as compared with 20 
in 1935, and pedal cycles caused 27 
accidents in 1936, in comparison with 37 
in 1935. There was an increase in the 
number. of non-fatal accidents caused by 
mechanically-propelled vehicles from 2,374 
in 1935 to 2,512 last year, and by horse- 
drawn vehicles from 180 to 187.

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The Times remarks in a leading article 
to-day:—Mr. Chamberlain yesterday ex- 
plained to the House of Commons in some 
detail the Government 's plans for meeting 
the cost of the defence programme. As 
he observed, the method had already been 
made public in outline durmg his Budget 
speech last year, when the nation was made 
aware that the whole of the increased 
maintenance charges and some part of the 
increased capital expenditure would be 
met year by year out of revenue, but that 
the rest of increased capital expenditure 
would be met out of loan. It has also 
been possible to foresee from the speeches 
of the Minister for the Co-ordination of 
Defence that the time was approaching 
when the cost of an ever fuller delivery of 
the large orders placed would have to be 
met. There is, therefore, nothing un- 
expected in the announcement yesterday 
that defence expenditure can no longer be 
wholly met even: by an expanding revenue, 
and that powers will be sought to borrow, 
if necessary, up to £400,000,000 during the 
next five years. Nor is there any cause 
for alarm on constitutional grounds. 

Though we are embarking on a period in 
which some part of the defence expendi- 
ture will have to be met by loan, the 
defence departments will not be given a 
blank cheque. On the contrary, every 
possible precaution is taken to ensure 
that every penny will have to run 
the gauntlet of the Treasury in the 
first place, and will, thereafter, have to 
be voted by Parliament as part of the 
appropriate defence votes. These votes 
will be presented in their usual form, but 
in every case the proportions of the total 
which will be met out of revenue and by 
borrowing respectively will be specifically 
distinguished. Thero is, therefore, no risk 
either of misunderstanding or of conceal- 
ment or of bureaucratic irresponsibility. 


As Sir Samuel Hoare declared in his 
speech at Birmingham last nicht. adds 
The Times, public opinion» which has 


shown in so many ways its support of the 
defence programme and of the foreign 
policy with which it is associated, will 
certainly not be deterred by this fresh 
proof of its heavy cost. Re-armament was 
not started by this country, and, indeed, 
if this country had begun to re-arm at the 
moment when the process. elsewhere 
appeared to be inevitable the cost to-day 
would be less onerous.

FISHERY RIGHTS IN

OUESTION TO BE RAISED 


ON NEW BILL

Mr. Daniel McMenamin, T.D., has put 
down seven amendments for the Committee 
stage of the Whale Fisheries Bill, which 
received its second reading in the Dail 
last week. This bill is intended to enable 
effect to be given to an International Con- 
vention signed at Geneva for the regula- 
tion of whaling, and to prohibit the taking 
or treating of whales within the exclusive 
fishery limits of the Free State. 
Three of Mr. McMenamin’s amend- 
ments are directed towards making it 
clear that the words ‘‘ exclusive rights of 
fishing in the Free State” definitely 
include “ the lough or inlet of the sea 
known as Lough Foyle.’’ 

This would, of course, afford oppor- 
tunity to raise the whole question as to 
the ownership of the waters of the Foyle, 
which has Sa the subject of much 
controversy. Ít is not improbable, how- 
ever, that the Speaker of the Dail will 
rule this out of order. 

It will be remembered that during the 
second reading debate on this bill Mr. 
McMenamin raised the question of the 
definition of ‘‘ exclusive fishery rights,” 
and Dr. Ryan in his reply read the defini- 
tion as it appears in the bill. Mr. 
McMenamin did not consider this 
adequate, and if the Speaker does not 
allow him to move the amendment in the 
form now proposed he will probably 
endeavour to achieve his purpose in some 
other way.

For example, 
assuming that when the maim estimates 
are published the amount to be provided 
out of borrowed money is £100,000,000, it 
does not follow that £100,000,000 will be 
borrowed during the year; it is possible 
that £150,000,000 might be borrowed, In 
that case it would not be necessary to 
borrow more when the supplementary 
estimates came along, because these would 
be already covered by the surplus— 
£50,000,000. This, however, could not be 
issued without the permission of :Parlia- 
ment. " 
At. this stage it would probably be mis- 
leading to attempt to form an estimate of 
the total defence cost, but it is bound to 
be more than £170,000,000 this year. 
There is a sharp distinction between 
capital expenditure and recurrent expendi- 
ture. For example, in the case of a new 
battleship which replaced an old one, the 
question would arise whether it was re- 
curring expenditure or capital expenditure. 
There would be no increase in the Fleet, 
but an obsolete vessel might be replaced 
by a bigger and more costly one. 
To ensure full Parliamentary control, 
the whole of the proposed expenditure on 
defence will continue to be shown in the 
Defence Estimates. The sums proposed to 
be issued from the Consolidated Fund will 
be shown as appropriations in aid of votes 
for the Navy, Army and Air Services and 
the Royal Ordnance factories.

“ Britain has a perfect right to adopt 
those measures she thinks fit to strengthen 
her armaments.”’ 

‘Chancellor Hitler has stated in his 
Reichstag speech that every nation. is 
sovereign in building up its defensive 
forces. Therefore. we have nothing to 
criticise in the British plans for an 
armaments loan,” a spokesman said to 
Reuter to-night. ‘‘ We take note that 
Great Britain makes use of her rights as 
a matter of course, We do not criticise, 
but shall remember this when we are 
criticised. 

“ Great Britain permits no one to deny 
her the tight to arm, just as little as we 
should if anyone denied our right. 

‘Great Britain should not criticise us 
for re-arming after having permitted 
France and Russia to arm for the past 
seventeen years. Naturally we do not 
regard this increase of Britain's defensive 
forces as directed against us or as cenired 
on the North Sea. 

“Just as Great Britain must arm for 
all eventualities, we must do the same. 
Great Britain has the advantage that at 
least she can keep pace with the technica] 
developments, though she may have 
limited the actual volume of her arma- 
ments. We, on the other hand, have to 
catch up in every way.”

Mr. Syd Hulls announced yesterday that 
he had matched Ben Foord (South Africa), 
holder, and Tommy Farr (Wales) for the 
British and Empire heavy-weight champion- 
ships at Harringay arena, London, on March 
15, and had received the Board of Control’s 
sanction. 

Farr, who was nominated by the Board of 
Control as contender for the titles some 
‘months ago, was delighted when he heard 
that he was to fight Foord. ‘‘I have been 
waiting a long time for a tilt at the titles,” 
he said. “Í feel sure that I can take back 
the honours to Wales.” : 

When Foord was matched to meet Jack 
Petersen on February lst (Foord had to 
withdraw owing to illness) the Board refused 
to recognise the bout as for the heavy-weight 
championship. The South African won the 
titles from Petersen at Leicester on August 
17, the fight being stopped in the third round.
